While there he wrote dra- 
matic and musical reviews ami editorial", 
lie also contributed to the paper bright 
liarasraphs on local celebrities and gen- 
vrai news happenings. 


These attracted 'the attention of Willie 


TCdouin, who was looking for a suitable 
play. Iloyt had then been on the Boston 
1'ost about live years. He had never writ- 
ten a play, and told Edouin so. But the 
latter had discerned in Hurt's terse, witty 
liniagrajth* the bejjinniiiKS of a play- 
n-ii>rht. *o they talked the matter over 
together. The result was "A Bunch of 
Keys." which was a srrc-at success. It 
ended Iloyt's work as a newspaper para- 
;:rai>her and started him on his career as 
a highly successful playwright and later 
UK a manager and producer. 


In the latter capacity he formed the 


linn of Hoyt & Thomas, which afterward 
became Hoyt & McKce. Frank McKcc 
was closely identified with Iloyt during 
(he greater part of his suco'ssful career.

Hear Admiral Slembel had a record ot 


gallant service in the civil war. lie was 
bora iu Middletown, Md., oa Dec. '11, 
1810, 
and before the outbreak of the 


civil war had seeu hervicu all over the 
world. He helped to organize the west- 
ern KU"hoat ilotilja iu 18C1 and was 
made commander of the Cincinnati. Ho 
participated in the engagements of Lu- 
cas' Bend, Ik-lmont and Fort Henry and 
in the capture of Island No. 10. lu the 
engagement with the Confederate ranis 
at Craiahead's 1'oiut, i.ear Fort Pillow, 
in ISOi! he was sovereb wounded, and 
his vessel, the Cincinnati, was sunk. He 
was commended for skill aud gallantry. 


He was invalided for the remainder of 


the war. lie was raised to the rank of 
commodore in .Inly, 1870. He command- 
ed the Pacific licet in 1872. 
lie was appointed from Ohio on March 


27, 18:52, and became a lieutenant in 
18-4H. lie retired as commodore on Dee. 
27, 1872, and was promoted to be rear 
admiral two years biter.

He was brought 
up. it) Keene, and there, in August, 1821, 
every boy was excited by the sight of pla- 
cards announcing the advent of "a great 
natural curiosity," nothing less than "a 
living 
female elephant" — "admittance 


12^ cents: children half price." 


The days of Bnrnum hod not jot come, 


and so far as Mr. Briggs knows, this was 
the first elephant that ever set foot in tho 
Granite State. 
Of course every boy was j 


bound to see it. But how? Ninepences 
did not grow on every bush, and some 
scheming was necessary. Tho boys "got 
together in convention," like a committee 
of ways and means, and not without re- 
sult. 


The elephant was exhibited in the day- 


time and was driven from town to town 
in the darkness of night. Tho boys found 
out in some way that it would be driven 
into Keene over a certain road — Prison 
street. On this road, at a point atout half 
a milo from tbo hotel, was a large com- 
mon, and half a mile farther away was a 
bridge over Beaver brook. The boys laid 
their plans to see tho elephant at tho ex- 
pense of a wagon load of shavings and a 
peck of potatoes. 
v 


These wore deposited on the common. 


Then boys wero stationed at short inter- 
vals along the road, beginning at tho 
bridge. The moment tho elephant arrived 
at tbo bridge the first boy was to shout 
"Hello!" at the top of his voice and start 
on the run for the common. The next 
boy, hearing tho shout, was to do likewise, 
and so on down tho lino. 


Well, the night c:ime, and with it tho 


elephant. But when tho first boy saw It, 
ho was literally struck dximb with asioa- 
ishmcjit. As he could not shout, he waited 
to see the creature cross the bridge. When 
she pxit her foot on it, however, she felt 
that it was not safe and refused to proceed, 
and the men in charge had to drive her 
through tho stream. 


By this time the sentry had "recovered 


his voice, and -with ;i vigorous "Hello!" 
started down the road. Before, the elephant 
reached tho common the boys wero all there 
and the shavings were in a blaze. By the 
light of tho fire the elephant caught sight 
of the pile of potatoes, and no persuasion 
could got her past them till thoy were de- 
voured. 


And there stood tho boys looking on, 


with their money, if they bad any, safe in 
their pockets.

LINCOLN'S PRIVATE'CAR. 


The War Belle I« How AbMdoned »»*' 


Condffned to Deeay. 


Tho vim- car of President Lincoln, the 


ono in which Lincoln made his vi»lts-to 
Hio army In the -Virginia campaigns, in 
which ho hold consultations with Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan and other leader*, and 
iu which finally he -was borne to his last) 
resting place, is now abandoned and left 
to decay in an out of the way corner in the 
Union Pacific car shops at Omaha. The 
most magnificent car on the iron rails in 
its time, Its w>w cracked, weatbertDeatan 
sides, its shattered -windows, rusty braes 
rollings and bare interior offer a mournful 
contrast to its departed grandeur. - 


The car was built specially for Mr. Lin- 


coln in the military car shops at Alexan- 
dria early in 1864. It was 42 feet long by 
8K feet wide, and "was divided into three 
compartments. The entrance was by a 
door that Opened at one end into a narrow 
corridor extending the entire length of the 
car. 
From this passageway doors opened 


into the three1 compartments. Tha one .at 
the end of the car was larger than the oth- 
ers. 
This was Mr. Lincoln's office and 


study. It was furnished with tables and a 
sofa and reclining chairs. The sofa was a 
combination affair, made of unusual length 
to correspond to Mr. Lincoln's physical re- 
quirements. 
It was used as a sofa or 


lounge during the day, but at night could 
be adjusted into a double bed of two berths. 


Tho walls we^e furnished with rich cord- 


ed crimson silk upholstery, and the frieze 
displayed painted panels of tho coat£ of 
arms of tho several states. The car was 
adopted to the exigencies of the times, be- 
ing ironclad, armor plate being set be- 
tween tho inner and outer walls to make it 
bulletproof. From this circumstance its 
weight was so great that it was thougiiC 
necessary to place it upon four four wheel 
trucks. 


Tho car was sent with a quantity of wnr 


material to Cincinnati to be sold in 1806. 
Sidney Dillon of tho Union Pacific pur- 
chased it with 6*ther cars and equipment, 
and it passed to Omaha. Its connection 
with Mr. Lincoln and the fact that it was 
ono of tho finest private cars then in exist- 
ence gave it great temporary public atten- 
tion. It was used us a directors' private 
car for awhile, but its great weight and 
peculiar, construction later caused it to bo 
laid aside. Kvcn as a dining car for a con- 
struction gang it proved unsuitable, and 
for years it has been disintegrating in idle- 
ness in the shops nt Omaha.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

the shoulders, and cars covering their 
straight yellow locks. 


From this free kindergarten tho children 


of tho flshcr folk, many of them fatherless, 
derive all care and attention. They arc 
taught by the fame methods used in Ger- 
many. All sociucd bright and happy. In 
one room tiny wcro singing quaint little 
nursery rhymes uLout bouts, FO ono little 
fellow made mo understand by walking 
across tho floor rolling like a sailor and 
than going through the motions of rowing 
a boat and pulling in nets.

REDUCTION IN WAR TAX 


Ways and Means Committee 


Consults President. 


THE BEVEJIUE IS HOW $100,000,OOC 


Secretary GOKC Tell* Member* of tli* 


Committee That, *30,000,<X)O of Till* 
dm 
Be Cut Off—To Gruut llcliol 


From Stump Tuxes. 
\Vashington, Nov. 21.—Secretary Gage 


and Commissioner Wilson of the internal 
revenue bureau were before the ways and 
means committee for some time yester- 
day. The secretary told the committee 
that, in his opinion, there might be a re- 
duction in revenues of $30,000,000. The 
war revenue act now raises About $100,- 
000,000. Commissioner Wibson went over 
the schedules with the members of the 
committee, and both he and Secretary 
Gage were questioned as to where reduc- 
tions could be made to. the best advan- 
tage from the treasury viewpoint. 


Secretary Gage presented the iinanc-i;il 


condition of the government in rather 
better light than had been expected. He 
predicted that the surplus of receipt" I 
over expenditures for the present fiscal | 
year would amount to about iFSO.OOO.OOO, 
this in spite of the fact that it is only 
a little more than §8,000.000 up t'j duto. 
The heaviest receipts and the lightest ex- 
penditures usually fall within the latter 
half of the fiscal year. 


It can be stated that in a general way 


it will bo the aim of the committee to 
abolish the most burdensome taxe.s and tn 
grant relief from stamp taxes as Tar as 
possible. 


The committee late in the day called on 


the president to obtain his views on the 
proposed reduction. The conference with 
the president lasted less than au hour. 
The committee and the president ajtrox d j 
on the desirability of the reduction or ab- 
olition of the war taxes where they have 
proved annoying and irritating to the in- 
terests involved and yet have not pro- 
duced very much revenue. The president 
believes the surplus in the treasury is ac- 
cumulating too rapidly and that con- 
servative reductions may be made safely 
or the taxes entirely removed in some in- 
stances. The Uepublican members ( be- 
lieve they will be alile to a«ree in a very 
few days on the general line of changes 
to he made.

that the schooner 1'olly has been wreck- 
ed. She had 75,000 J'eet of lumber us a 
cargo, shipped at Hangor for Boston. 
The Polly wu« a 48 ton schooner, and 
she had the distinction oC heini; the old- 
est craft in the American marine, having 
been built in 1805 at Ame=bnry. Dur- 
ing the wnr of 181'J the Polly was a 
privateer and was instrumental in cap- 
turing a British gunboat off the coast of 
Maine. Klie was to have gone to Chicago 
nt the AYorld'p fair, but some business 
dillieulty aris-iiiR she failed to get np the 
lakes. 
She was the oldest schooner of 


her class afloat and was a close com- 
petitor for the honor of liein^ the oldest 
American vessel in active service or in 
ordinary with the Constitution at the 
navy yard.

Olympia must have been a gaunt 
place just after the ruins \\ ere laid bare, 
but in that climate nature quickly heals

been told thai flowers unknown before to 
the region often put forth in wild profu 
sion after the excavators have done their 
work—a happy omen for the lover of clas- 
sical antiquity. I was seated at the foot of 
Kronion, this side of the thorns which be- 
sot tho hill as they beset the text of Pindar. 
Kronion was bathed in sunlight, and 
was glad that 1 had interpreted Pindar's 
words to mean "sunny Kronion," but it 
was not jubilant gladness such ns comes 
to the classical woodpecker when he finds a 
hollow spot in tho oak of antique life. It. 
bliss of such a solitude is calm.—B. L.

One of the most expert,of_Autograph 


forgers flourished in this country and fqi 
a time enjoyed u 'success only equaled by 
that ot the notorious Vraln Lucas, the 
Frenchman who victimized JJ. 'Charles, 
the savant, to tho tune of 40.0UO francs. 
Tho name of this rogue was Robert Spring, 
and though tho actual scene Of his rascal- 
ities was not New York, there are many 
in New York's collection that are infected ' 
by his fabrications, and that, too, in the; 
department now held in highest esteem— j 
that of American history, and especially ol 
Washingtoniana.. 
| 


Spring was a Londoner born, and served 


his time us indentured clerk to a scrivener 
of that city. 
This person, Furnival by 


name, was a noted bibliophile, and it was 
in his employ that Spring doubtless ac- 
quired his knowledge of old books and his 
rnar\ clous facility in using the pen. 


It was in 1845 that Spring came to this 


country and opened a bric-n-brac shop in 
Baltimore, dealing also in rare books and 
autographs. 
Iu tho last lino hia businc«f 


was large and profitable, as ho made the 
autographs himself, needing no other tools 
than the stump of a quill pen, a bottle of 
brown ink and a few blank leaves taken 
from tho volumes on his shelves. Encour- 
aged by his success ho overdid the thing, 
and Baltimore became undesirable as a 
place of residence. So ho removed to Phil- 
adelphia in the early fifties (1854 it is sup- 
posed) and opened another curiosity store 
on South street, west of Broad, and for a 
number of years did •well and even pros- 
pered. 


Collecting autographs was a fashion ot 


the time, and Spring fabricated them'Vy 
tho ream, asserting in later jfeatHjiibtitf j\c 
had sold at least 000 Washington*, besides 
many Clymcrs, Franklins, Hopkinsons, 
Jeffersons, Whipples anil others. 
Ho was 


very partial to tho signatures of the sign- 
ers, in fact, and supplied them to ,the tft)d» 
ad libitum/lie not only had much knowl- 
edge of out of tho way KovoliitionaryTils- 
tory, but also was an excellent narrator, 
and is his convivial momenta a most amus- 
ing companion. His frauds intis); (bave 
been almost numberless, for h&'ttfcVa'large 
business, both in Now York and Canada, 
selling to a lawyer in this city 00 bogus 
letters from Benedict Arnold and his wife 
Margaret, while he suppHed'jfliMucilidi^e 
Kanucks with many Franklins and VYash- 
iugtons. 


Suspicion \vas first aroused apainrt him 


when tho library of ono of the earlyAjunr- 
lean judges, a connection of tho,\V,ashJjng- 
ton family, was sold at auction 'hilPhila- 
delphla. Many of tho books had in them 
the autograph of Washington, and these 
naturally brought high prices. But H was 
thought extremely odd, to say the loast, 
when in one of tho volumes a letter of 
Spring's was found, worded ambiguously 
and offering his sur\icos to honju on^ In- 
terested in the sale, n nephew of tho judge.

'tonfusion and tribulation followed when 
Spring said quietly: 


"Why,

For a few seconds there was silence, and 


then unmitigated disgust at themselves 
among the collectors assembled in court. 
Then tho mayor told Spring that the dig- 
nity of the law would be vindicated in his 
case some day, and the forger left tho room 
ns soon as possible. Deprived by ezposurc 
of his former income, he lived meanly and 
miserably, wasting in wretched dissipa- 
tion the few dollars he made by petty 
forgeries. 
Finally his habits demoralized 


him completely, and he became reckless in 
his swindling and escaped imprisonment 
frequently only on tho plea of extreme 
poverty.- At length he died in the Penn- 
sylvania hospital of asthma, aggravated 
by intemperance. Though ho has beer 
dead many years, his fabrications stHl ex- 
ist in largo numbers"and enrich many col- 
lections. Valueless papers ore hnrd tc 
trace, and, moreover, some collectors 
would object to tho tracing.

Mr. Preeco, this is what'h' ci'rt.'im irignor 
Marconi, an Italian cxpcrtttidntcr, has 
been able to accomplish. Ho-deals wit! 
electric waves vibrnlingi4p;ft^i! tune ol 
250,000,000 times per second. Those wave* 
behave just as light waves do, and may bt 
projected into space and 'reflected and re 
fractod after the fashion of ,}lght vibrji 
lions. Marconi's apparatus was exhibit! 
by Mr. Prccre,and experiments won-show i 
by tho inventor himself. Two boxes wen 
used, caoh containing tho necessnry ap;>n 
ratus. Tho vibrations produced in one box 
affected tho receiver in the other hox nut 
rung iv bell, for Instance, as an evidence- o 
its effect. The inventor carried tho reecK 
er about t«* different parts of the Uxtur 
room, and whenever tho sending box emit 
tod its vibrations tho receiver responded 
—London Illustrated News. 


Tho Extreme* In tho Distribution of tho 


Two Throughout Europe. 


In a rough way, tho oxtremos'in the dis- 


tribution of the blond and brunette varie- 
ties within the population of Europe are 
as follows: At the northern limit we find 
that about o"o-third of tho people are puro 
blonds, chaructcriiEod by light hair and 
bluo eyes; about one-tenth are pure bru- 
nettes, the remainder, over one-half, being 
mixed, with a tendency to blondness. On 
tho other hand, in tho south of Italy tho 
puro blonds have almost entirely disap- 
peared. About one-half tho population are 
pure brunette with deep brown or black 
hair, and eyes of a corresponding shade, 
and the other half is mixed, with a ten- 
dency to brunette-ness. The half and half 
lino Seems to lio about where it ought, not 
far from the Alps. Yet it does not follow 
tho parallels of latitude. A circle, de- 
scribed with Copenhagen as a center, 
sweeping around near Vienna, across the 
middle of Switzerland, thence up through 
tho British isles, might serve roughly to 
Indicate Btioh a boundary. North of It 
blondness prevails, although always with 
an appreciable percentage of puro bru- 
nettes. South of it brunetteness finally 
dominates quite exclusively. It should not 
fail of note that toward tho cast there is a 
slight though constant increase of bru- 
nettenoss along the same degrees of lati- 
tude and that tho western portion of the 
British isles is a northern outpost of the 
brunette typo. 


Thus we seo at a glance that there is a 


gradual though constant increase in tho 
proportion of dark eyes and hair from 
north to south. There arc none of those 
sharp contrasts which appeared upon our 
map showing the distribution of the long 
and broad heads in Europe. On that map 
the extremes wcro separated by only half a 
continent in either direction from the 
Alps, whereas in this case the change from 
dark to light covers the whole extent of tha 
continent. It is as if a blending wash had 
been spread over the map of head form, 
toning down all its sharp racial.division 
linos.—Professor William Z. Kiplej in Ap- 
pletons' Popular Science Monthly. 


The r>umle ITur Seal. 


The- femalo fur seal is much smaller 


han tho male, and has soft, smooth hair 
of varying shades of brown, under which 
a the donso, short, brown fur. The female 
loars her first offspring at the age of -3 
rears, but her full growth is not attained 
iill two or three years Inter. The average 
•weight of the grown female is about SO 
pounds. The young of tho fur seal, called 
i pup, is born *oon after the arrival of tha 
female. Its weight at birth is about ten 
pounds. Tho fur seal is polygamous, each 
oaolo capable of holding a place on the 
breeding grounds having from 1 to 100 
tomalcs in his charge, constituting what 
is known as a harem, the average number 
being about 80. But the size of each fam- 
ily is subject to variation, depending not 
chiefly on tbo strength of the male, but on 
tho preferenco of the femalo for a location 
and on tho topography of the ground. 


Tho young male is very similar to tha 


female in color and appearance. He is not 
permitted to enter tho rookeries in - the 
breeding season. The old males are very 
particular in this regard, and tho bach- 
elors, as they are called, are forced to herd 
by themselves on what are known as the 
hauling grounds, located near the breeding 
grounds, but distinct from them.—David 
Starr Jordan and George Archibald Clark 
In Forum.

will receive a substantial bequest. Al- 
though Mr. Hoyt had lost money dur 
ing the last two years of his life he If ft 
a considerable fortune. A conservative 
estimate ol the value of his estate is not 
less than $250,000, and 
possibly as 


much as $400,000. It is assumed that the 
ground of contest will be insanity and 
undue influence. 


His attorney said today abundant 


proof could be biought forward that 
Mr. Hoyt was mentally competent when 
tho will was executed.
